The federal Civ il Rights Commission has 
(lacked up and gone home to Washington 
Inainly because Alabama officials refused 
(o co-op erate with it in an inquiry 
into 
Southern election p ractices tending to re­ 
serv e v oting to w’hile citizens. 
The South has gone too far out on the 
limb this time. 


T here 
were 
many who 
reserv ed 
their 
p artisanship on the question of de.segrega- 
tion of the schools not because of segre- 
|atiooist conv ictions, but 
because p ublic 
Éducation is and has been a field in which 
the stales hav e been sov ereign. The federal 
constitution which defines the federal func­ 
tion nev er claimed p ublic education, but 
left it among the unnum bered things re­ 
serv ed lo the states themselv es, inev itably 


federal efforts to interv ene in educational 
p ractices could gam a foothold in reference 
to the rights of a federal citizen, but it led 
from inconsistency in attemp ting to bring 
p ower to bear in one of the fields in which 
v ictory could only m ean ov erriding s t a t e ’s 
rights. 


This inconsistency does not bear on the 
question of v oting where the federal fra n­ 
chise is concerned. The federal gov erninent 
has a clear right to p rotect the v oting 
p riv ilege of its qualified citizens and no 
state has ev er had the right either by law or 
imp lication to frustrate that p riv ilege, Xo 
one need to re.serv e p artisanship on this 
question. And now' that it has been raised 
p erhap s the key to the question of civ il 
rights has been discov ered.

are concerned.” 


T h a t is saying it p retty p lainly and accu ­ 
rately. It is almost inconceiv able that the 
court m ade the finding it did. The majority 
decision p ermits a wholesaler to p lace rate 
ijicreases into effect, under bond, p rior to 
any hearing before the Federal Power Com ­ 
mission. This ab su rd p ractice w'as actually 
ap p rov ed by the Justice D ep artm ent and 
the F P C . 
* W’hat this am ounts to is comp lete and 
utter elimination of any controls whatso­ 
ev er ov er natural gas rates by the lederal 
gov ernment. This m ay look like free enter­ 
p rise to some p eop le but it looks like a 
theft of all the p eop le’s natural resources 
to any p erson who has the sense to look 


at anything beyond the motiv e of excessiv e 
p rofits. 
The idea of p utting up a bond for p ossible 
later refunds of p rop osed increases is noth­ 
ing but a gimmick. Rates m ay be in effect 
for four or fiv e years or more before they 
are finally settled by the F P C and any 
refunds ordered. 
In 
the 
meantim e, 
the 
wholesaler has had the use of undeserv ed 
millions of dollars taken from consumers. 
And by the time one rate is decided, there 
is no telling how m any m ore m ay hav e 
been p laced into effect, thereby giv ing, m 
reality, a p erm anent status to w hatev er 
p rice the p ip eline comp anies want to c h arge 
for their p roduct. 
The retailer such as Central doesn’t get 
a thing out of this as it is p ermitted by 
local gov erning bodies to increase its rates 
only in an am ount sufficient lo meet the 
increased cost of gas from the wholesaler. 
It wouldn’t be surp rising if this rale deci­ 
sion turned out to be the granddaddy of all 
giv e-aways. And the b earer of this gift will 
be the small home owner and ev ery busi­ 
nessman across the land. The decision is 
disgusting and discouraging.

He has left his ini­ 
tials, somewhat against his 
better judgment, on a de­ 
fense budget of about $41,5 
billion, a cut of $500 million 
in the total fir.sl p rop osed by 
defense exp erts. 
The cut rep resents P re si­ 
dent Eisenhower's d e term i­ 
nation lo ap p ear as a c h a m ­ 
p ion of economy. It will run 
into a Dem ocratic Congress 
not at all hap p y about hav ing 
been cast in the role of the 
sp ending v illain of the p iece. 
Democrats with 
resp onsi­ 
bility for defense p olicy and 
exp enditures 
hav e 
already 
been holding quiet conv ersa­ 
tions about how to handle the 
p roblem.
